Spagnolo visit spurs watch list debate

More emphasis on elementary and 
prescttool education was the focus of 
meetings between local school offi- 
cials, legislators and State School 
Superintendent Joe Spagnolo. 

Spagnolo came down for a meeting 
on what local school officials consider 
major problems with the Illinois State 
Board of Education’s Academic 
Warning List. The meeting took place 
at the Madison School District office. 

Locally, attention has been aimed 
at students in the Madison, Venice, 
Lovejoy, East St. Louis and Cahokia 
school districts because of low scores 
in the Dlinois Goal Assessment Pro- 
gram. 

Madison Middle School and Madi 
son High School were among 126 
named to the state’s Academic Early 
Warning List in September 

The list is based on IGAP test 
scores. 

Those same scores are used in the 
school report cards 

Locally, Venice High School and all 
three schools in the Lovejoy School 
District Lovejoy Elementary, 
Lovejoy Junior High and Lovejoy 
High School — were also named to 
the warning list. 

Those three schools have been iden- 
tified as having some of the lowest 
average IGAP test scores in the

if more than 50 percent of students 
tested fail to meet state scoring stan- 
dards; or if test scores go down three 
years in a row. 

Madison Superintendent Gary Alli- 
son, who organized the meeting, has 
been an extremely vocal critic of the 
watch list and IGAP scores, saying it 
is ‘destructive’? and demoralizing. 

“The message is schools are per- 
forming badly,” Allison said. “I don’t 
believe we should just blame the 
schools for the test scores.” 

He said the biggest problem schools 
face is students entering the first 
grade that are not ready to learn 

“They have such a deficit to over- 
come,’” Allison said.

Dees relays divided 
message to audience

America is still a deeply divided 
country, and the only real) solution is 
to learn to love your neighbors. 

That was the message from Morris 
Dees, the civil rights leader who co- 
founded the Southern Poverty Law 
Center. He spoke Thursday to about 
675 people as part of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville’s Arts and 
Issues Series. 

Security was heavy at the event 
because of repeated threats against 
Dees’ life. Dees has won lawsuits that 
have nearly bankrupted several white 
supremacist groups, including the 
United Klans of America. 

Dees appearance was part of the 
university's celebration of Rev. Dr. 
Martin Luther King’s birthday. 

He said King was ‘‘one of the great 
heroes of the 20th century

“To ensure America’s promise of 
equality, written in 1776, he had to 
overcome terrorists with no con- 
science; politicians with no_back- 
bone; rivals, even within his own 
race, who had no foresight,’’ Dees 
said. ‘‘But today, it’s not those who 
opposed him foolishly that we 
remember. 

(In the) 30 years since Dr. King 
died, America is still deeply divid- 
ed.” 

Those divisions include sexual ori- 
entation, economics and class, and 
gender.

“] have a portable (IV) pump that enables 
me to have freedom,” said Burke, 54, a resi- 
dent of Imperial, Mo. He is a bone marrow 
transplant recipient currently taking anti-re- 
jection medication 

“If it wasn’t for (the pump), I wouldn’t 
have any freedom to do anything. It frees me 
up to be independent,” he said. 

He was a home health care patient right 
after his surgery last summer, and now is in 
the midst of 100 days of treatment to make 
certain his body doesn’t reject the new mar- 
row. 

‘Supporting patients like Burke takes a lot of 
know-how and organization. Joe Shrewsbury 
of Columbia is a pharmacist at Apria Health 
care in North St. Louis County, and his posi 
tion involves making certain Burke and other 
patients are getting the right medication in 
the proper amounts. 

“We're dealing mainly in IV therapy for 
patients at home who have either been dis- 
Pharged from a hospital or need home IV 
medication - not necessary for hospitaliza- 
tion,’ Shrewsbury said. 

IV therapists don’t deal with 
medication, but strictly medi 
antibiotics, chemotherapy, nutrition and anti-

But Ryan was not so sure 
that society has changed 
since King’s life and death, 
noting that people still get 
shot. 

Ryan’s_ brother, Ralph

The national holiday marks 
the anniversary of King’s 
birth.

Sometimes less is more, but not when it 
comes to pickups and doors. 

When Ford made the third door standard 
on the F-150, it caught the other truck makers 
off-guard, and they scrambled to add a third 
door to their own trucks. For 1998, Dodge has 
taken a lesson learned from its minivans: If 
three doors are good, four is even better 

The Dodge Ram Quad Cab is the first 
extended-cab pickup truck to have access 
doors on both sides. Not a crew cab, or true 
four-door truck, the Quad Cab has two small 
doors behind the regular doors. The argu- 
ment about whether the driver's side or curb 
side is best is not moot. Doors on both sides 
mean you can use whichever is best given the 
circumstance. 

While the extra doors make it easy to get 
into or out of the back seat, bear in mind itis 
not as big as a regular seat. Leg room is ade~ 
quate for adults, and the seating position i 
rather upright, but you won't want to spend z 
long time there. This space is more 
for kids, dogs or a few sacks of gro 

Normally, getting into the back 
extended-cab truck requires your pass 
to duck under a dangling seat belt, but 
Dodge has solved that problem by 
using front seats with the belts 
built in, like those of the 
Chrysler Sebring convert- 
ible.

Learn to adjust your spark. Become familiar 
with what's under the hood. Every 10 days, tight 
en loose nuts and test the battery. Drain the oil 
pan and tank every 500 miles. Wash the paint 
with cold water from a gentle stream - but don’t 
rub. Slow down when a horse ahead shows signs of 
fright and if necessaty, stop the engine. 

Those were tips legendary race car driver 
Barney Oldfield gave to new car owners 80 years 
ago in the book "Barney Oldfield's Book for the 


changed since 1918 Today's 
car buyers don’t pect to find loose nuts for 
100,000 miles, certainly not every week and a half 
The battery should be good for several years, so 
why check it every few days? Adjust the spark? 
Isn't that something the computer does? 

The old book is a motoring time capsule. As 
World War I ended, automobiles were common 
sights in America, but most Americans had yet to 

ive themselves 

There were dozens, if not hundreds, of compa- 
nies trying to build cars. Even Ford wasn't much 
of a household name yet, so Oldfield cautioned car 
‘shoppers to steer toward companies that were 
“solid financially” to increase the odds a company 
was "going to stay in business to give me spares. 
and service.” 

The book carried a few advertisements_in th 
back pages, but only one was for a car - Daniel's 
Eight. Oldfield suggested that newcomers without 
driving experience hire a mechanic to go on test 
drives with them to help choose their car 

In the fifth chapter of the book, “Learn to Drive 
Efficiently,” Oldfield warns that 15 to 30 percent of 
the auto's life can be wasted through poor driving 

He wrote of a young man he knew who destroyed 
a car in 150 miles by racing it over rough roads 
"He had nerve enough to get the speed but lacked 
sufficient brains to preserve his car," Oldfield 
wrote. 

Oldfield's tips: Study your spark. (What fun it 
must have been to manually adjust your spark 
plug advance up and down hills and through the 
seasons.) Don't be afraid to change speeds and 
gears. And, he added, “Be particularly careful in 
eniiny in traffic use common sense - it will 
mean long life for your car." 

Chapter 24 oOffere Barney's “Driving 
Suggestions and Don'ts." These include some that 
we still haven't learned 

“Always keep your car under perfect control.” 

“Consider the man in the other : 

"Do not follow a car too closely, for it 
without warning.” 

"Do not race with anyone on the road, as this has 
caused the majority of automobile accidents. 

"Don't leave the car alone with the engine run- 
ning.” 

“Accustom yourself to the use of the brakes.”
